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: My Lords and Gentlemen, 


Pon the opening of this Seſſion I did acquaint you with the Motives which 
Induced Their Majcſties to call this Parliament, which were no other than * 


what entirely regarded a happy ſettlement of this Kingdom upon ſuch Foun- 
dations as might not eniy ſecure the Peace, but bring you into a Profperous 
and Flouriſhing Condition. | 

I am forry I cannot fay there hath been {uch a Progreſs made by you Gentlerheri 
of the Houle of Commons towards thoſe ends; as Their Majeſties had ' juſt reaſon to 
expect; And I am the more troubled, that you who have fo many and ſo great Ob- 
ligations to be Loyal and Dutifully affeted to Their Majeſties, thould fo far miſtake 
your ſelves, as to intrench upon Their Majeſties Prerogative, and the Rights of the 
Crown of England, as you did on the 27h. of Oftober laſt, when by a Declaratory 
Vote you aftirmed, That it is the fole and undoubted Right of the Commons of 7re- 
land, to prepare heads of Bills for raiſing of Money; and alſo again on the 2 82h. of 
the fame Month, when you rejefed a Bill tent over in the uſual form, Entituled, 4 
Ad for granting to Their Majeſties certaim Duties for one year; you Voted that it ſhould 
be entred in your Journals, that the reaſon why the ſaid Bill was rejefted, was, That 
the ſame had not its rife in your Houſe. ; 

Theſe Votes of yours being contrary to the Statutes of the 102. of Henry the 7th. 
and the 3d. and 4th. of Phillip and Mary, and the continued practice ever fince: I 
find my ſelf obliged to aſſert their Majeſties Prerogative, and the Rights of the Crown 
of Erzland, in theſe particulars, in fuch a manner as may be moſt Publick and Perma- 
nent ; And therefore I do here in full Parliament, make my Publick Proteſt againſt 
thoſe Vores, and the Entries of them in the Journals of the Houſe of Commons, which 
Proteſt I require the Clerk of this Houſe to Read, and afterwards to enter it in the 


Journals of rhis Houſe, that it may remain as a Vindication of Their Majeſties Pre- 


rogative, and the Right of the Crown of Eng/aad, in theſe particulars, to future Ages. 


After which His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant delivered the Proteſtation to the 
Lord Chancellor, who delivered it to the Clerk of the Houſe, and he Read it ; then the 


Lord Chancellor upon his Kuee Conferring with His Excellency, ſaid as followeth, 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


IS Excellency having been acquainted that Both Houſes intended ſeverally to 


preſent ſome Heads upon which they deſired Bills to be prepared of ſuch as His 
Excellency, and the Council thould approve of, Commands me to acquaint you, that

That which I have further in Command from His Excellency is, to let you know 
that it is His pleaſure that this Parliament. be Prorogued till Thurſday the Sixth Day of 
April next, and this Parliament is Prorogued to Thurſday the Sixth Day of April 
next.
